Victoria’s successful bid for the 1994 
Commonwealth Games will mean new 
facilities and a much higher profile for 
UVic, according to athletic coordinator 
Howard Kelsey. 

Dr. Howard Petch, UVic President, says 
that facilities which are added to UVic for 
the Games will have a major impact on the 
university, but that the greatest long-term 
legacy may be the intangible one. “In the 
long run, what will be more important than 
the facilities is the spirit that develops (bet¬ 
ween UVic and the community), the sense 
of working together towards a common 
goal.” 

Several of the facilities to be constructed 
or upgraded for the Games will be on UVic 
property. While plans have yet to be final¬ 
ized and each of Greater Victoria’s munici-- 
palities has an idea about how the various 
facilities should be divided, Kelsey points 
out that one major component which helped 
the Canadian bid win the Games was the 
centralization of most events near the uni¬ 
versity. A brochure outlining Victoria’s bid 
claims that over 90% of the athletes com¬ 
peting would be within ten minutes of their 
sport venues when staying at the Athletes’ 
Village, which will be at UVic. 

Construction on the dorms which will 
serve as the Athletes’ Village should be 
under way in the next few months accord¬ 
ing to Director of Housing Services Gavin 
Quiney and will help alleviate the serious 
perennial housing shortage which faces 


UVic students. Petch notes that the new 
buildings will allow the university to offer 
housing for married students in the future. 

Facility construction or improvements 
proposed for the UVic campus in addition to 
the dormitories include a multi-sport, 
multi-purpose field house to be built on the 
present site of the old gym; upgrading the 
McKinnon gymnasium; two new fifty 
metre swimming pools; and the improve¬ 
ment of Centennial Stadium to a world- 
class track and field stadium. Centennial, 
which currently has a seating capacity of 
5,500, would house 25,000 for the Games, 
15,000 seats of which would be permanent. 

Plans are being made to move the 
National Coaching Institute into the new 
field house and to create the Common¬ 
wealth Games Centre for Sporting Excel¬ 
lence. The centre would be a place where 
international calibre athletes from all 
countries of the Commonwealth could come 
to train. Kelsey says that the implications 
of the new facilities and the Centre could be 
enormous for UVic and Victoria. Interna¬ 
tional visitors at the Centre would pour 
revenue into both the University and the 
community. The presence of such high cal¬ 
ibre athletes should provide opportunities 
for UVic varsity teams to gain the experi¬ 
ence of international competition without 
leaving the university and help accelerate 
UVic’s production of Canadian national 
team atheles. Combined with the lure of 


moderate west coast weather, the facilities 
should make Victoria a centre for major 
international athletic events year round. 

Kelsey notes that the attention the Com¬ 
monwealth Games focus on the university 
will also bring benefits. The high quality of 
athletic and academic excellence which 
UVic offers will be broadcast throughout 
Canada. More students than ever before 
will be interested in attending UVic for 
both basketball and biology. Kelsey say that 
while it would be impossible to accurately 
assess the value of the free publicity which 
Victoria and UVic received the day after the 
site for the Games was announced, he esti¬ 
mates that it may have been millions of 
dollars. “We were on the front page of every 
newspaper in the country. We headlined all 
the newscasts. The Commonwealth Games 
in Victoria was the story in Canada.” 

Victoria’s first-ballot victory as the 
Games" site was a surprise. New Delhi, 
India had been considered the favourite to 
win the Games by many observers, espe¬ 
cially since the sport of rowing, which had 
been a major part of the local bid, has been 
replaced by table tennis beginning at the 
1990 Games in Aukland, New Zealand. 
Now that the 1994 Games have been 
secured by Victoria, Kelsey says that local 
organizers hope to include rowing in some 
form. It could possibly be run as the demon¬ 
stration sport, although logging sports 
have been tentatively scheduled for that 


purpose. More likely, consideration is being 
given to Commonwealth Invitational Row¬ 
ing Regatta. The groundwork for interna¬ 
tional rowing competition at Elk Lake has 
already been laid with the establishment of 
the Royal Victoria Boat Race two years ago. 
While the Race was not run this year for 
financial reasons, organizers plan to begin 
holding the event annually again in 1989. 
In its first two years, the Royal Victoria 
regatta drew such top calibre international 
university crews as Oxford, Cambridge, 
Harvard, Yale and Wisconsin. UVic head 
men’s rowing coach and Director of the 
National Coaching Institute Alan Roaf 
says that several members of the current 
UVic varsity rowing program should be 
representing Canada and racing compet-' 
ively for medals at the 1992 Olympic 
Games. Many of those athletes would prob¬ 
ably still be rowing at the national team 
level in 1994, so if a Commonweath Regatta 
were held UVic would be well represented. 

Kelsey concludes that Victoria’s selection 
as host for the 1994 Commonwealth Games 
reflects well on Canada and the impression 
it has made in successfully hosting pre¬ 
vious Olympic and Commonwealth compe¬ 
titions. Petch says that the immediate 
sense of “euphoria” about the selection now 
gives way to six years of hard work to 
ensure that the Victoria Commonwealth 
Games showcase the international calibre 
of Victoria and UVic. 
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CRTC grants CFUV application to increase broadcast power

The last few months have been an eventful 
time for new CFUV Station Manager Tim 
Chan. 

Since taking on his new job on July 1, 
Chan has been kept busy planning for big 
changes at the little radio station located in 


the Student Union Building. After four 
years of volunteer work at CFUV, Chan 
spent £ year on staff as Programming 
Assistant before moving up to replace 
Brian Webster as Manager. 

Now he is preparing UVic’s campus/com¬ 


munity radio station for a technical change 
which will make CFUV available to thou¬ 
sands of new listeners all over Vancouver 
Island. That’s the result of a Sept. 12 deci¬ 
sion by the Canadian Radio-television and 
Telecommunications Commission to 
approve an application by CFUV to sub¬ 
stantially increase its broadcast power. 

In its decision, the Commission approved 
both CFUVs application and one from 
CITR-FM at UBC which was prepared in 
co-operation with CFUV. The two stations 
will occupy the same frequency, with CITR 
serving the Lower Mainland and CFUV the 
Lower Island. Both stations will occupy 
their new spot on a permanent basis, 
replacing present unprotected positions on 
the FM band. 

CFUV is owned by the UVic Student 
Radio Society, a registered non-profit soci¬ 
ety jointly controlled by the Alma Mater 
Society, the University and the UVic Radio 
Club. Each of these three has played a 
major role in the growth of CFUV since the 
Society was founded in 1983. 

The impending change, which also 
involves a move down the dial from 105.1 to 
102 FM is the culmination of nearly three 
years of effort by CFUV to improve its 
present low-power signal. At 49.4 Watts, 
CFUV is able to serve only pockets of 
Greater Victoria. At 2290 Watts, the unique 
non-profit station will reach all of Greater 
Victoria and beyond. 

Plans are also in the works to have 
CFUVs signal carried on cable throughout 
Vancouver Island. Roger’s Cable has agreed 
to put CFUVs signal on their microwave 
distribution service, thereby making it 
available to virtually all cable companies on 


the Island. So far only the Campbell River 
cable operator has committed itself to car¬ 
rying CFUV, but Chan expects virtually all 
the other Island cable companies to commit 
themselves soon to carrying CFUV, making 
the station Vancouver Island’s campus/ 
community radio voice. It is expected that 
this expansion of service will be instituted 
at the same time as the power increase. 

Chan says the station’s power increase 
will take place in November, hopefully as 
early as November 7. “We hope to set a firm 
on-air date in a few days, as soon as we have 
confirmed shipping dates on the new trans¬ 
mitting equipment.” 

CFUV intends to maintain its existing 
programming policies which provide for 
eclectic programming including substan¬ 
tial music, public affairs and arts-oriented 
programming. CFUV operates on a 
limited-commercial basis, with sponsor¬ 
ship announcements similar to those aired 
on public television. 

The CRTC decision is especially good 
news for CFUVs volunteers, some of whom 
have been working for more than five years 
towards this goal. CFUV is staffed primar¬ 
ily by volunteers who come from the UVic 
campus and the entire community. Roughly 
250 volunteers participate in CFUV 
programming. 

At present, slightly more than 10 percent of 
the Greater Victoria community listens to 
CFUV regularly. That’s between a third 
and half the audience of each Victoria com¬ 
mercial radio station. More than 25 percent 
of the UVic community are regular CFUV 
listeners. The improved signal and 
increased cable coverage should substan¬ 
tially expand the station’s audience.

AMS, PIRG and ES begin UVic recycling program

A program to recycle the mountainous piles 
of paper that accumulate at UVic has been 
started this fall by the Victoria local of BC 
PIRG (Public Interest Research Group), in 
co-operation with the Environmental 
Studies Association and the Alma Mater 
Society. 

Tubs bearing a distinctive green RE¬ 
CYCLE sticker are initially being placed in 
the Clearihue, McPherson Library, Cun¬ 
ningham and Student Union Buildings. 

White and coloured bond paper, news¬ 
paper, computer and photo-copying paper 
can be deposited in the tubs. Work study 
students hired specifically for this project 
by Environmental Studies and PIRG will 
spend 30 hours weekly collecting the paper 
and taking it to a sorting centre to be 
graded, packed and sold locally. 

Regent Recycling of Victoria will buy and 
collect the paper from UVic and the funds 
will be put back into the program, explains 
Josephine Payne-O’Connor, executive 
director of PIRG. A recycling program at 
UVic is “vitally needed,” she adds. 

The University program will serve as a 
pilot project which PIRG, the AMS and 
Environmental Studies representatives 
intend to serve as a model for other public 
institutions in Victoria such as City Hall 
and the Provincial Legislature. 

The UVic recycling program does not 
now have enough tubs to place in all main 
offices at UVic. 

At the outset, people in the designated 
buildings in areas without tubs are invited 
to phone the recycling headquarters in the 
PIRG office (Local 8629, SUB Room 114). If 
such groups will supply their own tubs, the 
recycling program will supply posters and 
stickers and arrange for pickup. 

The project is being carried out only 
within the designated buildings for the 
next four weeks while the organizers and 
work study students develop an effective 
pickup system. Once the system is 
smoothly in place, letters will be sent to the 
offices in other UVic buildingds and the 
recycling program will be extended 
throughout the entire campus, says Payne- 
O’Connor.

$10 million 
for R&D 

The provincial government has established 
a $ 10-million fund to stimulate the develop¬ 
ment of science and technology applicable 
to economic development. The Science and 
Technology Development Fund is adminis¬ 
tered through the Ministry of Advanced 
Education and Job Training, which is solic¬ 
iting proposals for major applied research 
projects of one year’s duration. The applica¬ 
tion deadline is Oct. 15, 1988. 

The fund has two components: an indus¬ 
try-based R&D program and a core funding 
program. 

Some 60 percent of the fund will be used 
for industry-based R&D to support collab¬ 
orative efforts between industry and 
researchers. In this component, approved 
research projects will receive up to 50 per¬ 
cent matching grants for private sector 
activites. Projects must be aimed at deve¬ 
loping new products and processes, effec¬ 
ting new or initial applications of existing 
technology to industry, or enhancing the 
expertise of human resouces in the area of 
applied R&D. 

Priorities under the core funding compo¬ 
nent include industrial sectors and emerg¬ 
ing technologies. The core funding compo¬ 
nent is aimed at addressing a need for 
targetted R&D funding identified by the 
Premier’s Advisory Council on Science and 
Technology, the Science Council of B.C., and 
representatives of industry, academia, 
research institutes and government. 
Grants of up to 100 percent of total project 
costs will be available for approved 
research projects under this component. 

Initiatives under either component must 
be applied research, and the focus must be 
on the enhancement of resource-based 
industries and/or the acceleration of 
advanced technology industries. 

The Science and Technology Develop¬ 
ment Fund is designed to complement the 
longer-term Assistance Grants for Applied 
Research (AGAR) currently offered 
through the Science Council of B.C. The 
AGAR program will receive $2 million from 
the Science and Technology Development 
Fund—doubling its capacity for grants in 
the 1988/89 fiscal year.

Enrolment at UVic is beginning to level off 
when compared to the almost 13 per cent 
increase experienced by the University in 
the fall of 1987. UVic’s total enrolment this 
year is 12,110, according to registration 
figures prepared Sept. 19. This represents 
an increase of 622 students—5.4 per cent 
more than attended UVic last vear. 

Graduate students account for 169 of 
the increased numbers, representing a 
16.6 per cent increase in graduate 
numbers. There are 453 new undergrad¬

disasters is the topic of a new book now 
being researched by Dr. Ken Coates and 
visiting Professor Dr. W.R. Morrison of the 
UVic History Department. 

On the night of Oct. 24, 1918 the ship

down, taking the lives of all 375 people on 
board. Only a dog survived.

The full time equivalent registration at

per cent increase. (The FTE is arrived at by 
taking the total number of units that stu¬ 
dents are registered in and dividing by 15.) 

The number of students registered in 
first year is 1,654, which is 97 (6.2 per cent) 
more than last year. The overall first time 
registrant figure is 2,821, which is an 
increase of only 31 students (1.1 percent).
